MITTENS 

MATERIALS 

You will require 2 ozs. of “ Greenock" if-ply 
Fingering. Also a set of steel knitting needles 
No. 13, with points at both ends. 

MEASUREMENTS and 
TENSION 

The overall length of the mittens is gf inches, and 
the width across the palm 4J inches. 

The knitting is worked at a tension to produce 
about 7! sts. arid 11 rows to 1 inch. 

Commence at the wrist by casting on 72 sts. 
(24 sts. on each of 3 needles), and work round 
and round in libbing of K. 1 and P 1 for 4^ 
inches, finishing at the end oi the third needle. 
Next round. —K. Now shape for the thumb. 
Next round. —On the first needle K. twice into 
the first 2 sts., K. to end of round. 

Next 2 rounds.—K. 

Next round. —On the first needle K. twice 
into first st., K. 2, K. twice into next st., K. to 
end of round. 

Next 2 rounds.—K. 

Next round. —On the first needle K. twice into 
the first st., K. 4, K. twice into next st., K. to 
end of round. 

Next round.—K. 

Next round .^K. 8, P. to end of round. 

Next round. —On the first needle K..twice into 
first st., K. 6, K. twice into next st., K. to end 
of round. 

Next 2 rounds.—K. 

Next round, —K. twice into the first st., K.'-S, 
K. twice into next st., K. to end of round. 

Next 2 rounds.—K. 


Next round. —K. twice into first st., K. 10 , 
K. twice into next st., K. to end of round. 

Next 2 rounds.—K. 

Next round. —K. twice into first st., K. 12, 
K. twice into next st., P. to end of round. 

Next 2 rounds.—K. 

Next round.— K. twice into first st., K. 14, 
K. twice into next st., K. to end of round. 

Next 2 rounds.—K. 

Next round. —K. twice into first st., K. 16, 
K. twice into next st., K. to end of round. 

Next 2 rounds.—K. 

Next round. —K. twice into first st., K. 18, 
K. twice into next st., K. to end of round. 

Next round.—K. 22 , P. to end of round. 

Next round.—K. 

Next round. —K. twice into first st., K. 20, 
K. twice into next st., K. to end of round. 

Next 3 rounds.—K. 

Now slip the 24 thumb stitches on to a thread

at the base of the thumb. Work round and . 
round without shaping for 4 rounds; then P. 
one round and continue in plain knitting until 
you have worked 4 inches above the wrist 
ribbing, but in the last round K. until 11 sts. 
remain from end of the third needle. K. these 
11 sts., and on to same needle K. 7 sts. from 
the first needle, turn, and work backwards and 
forwards on these 18 sts. in ribbing of K. 1 and 
P. 1 for 12 rows, then cast off. This forms the 
first finger. 

Rejoin the wool to the next st. and K. across 
the next 9 sts., turn, and work backwards and 
forwards in ribbing of K 1 and P. 1 for 12 rows, 
then cast off. This forms half of the second 
finger. 

Then rejoin the wool to the next st. and_ K. 
across 9 sts., turn, and work backwards and 
forwards in ribbing of K. 1 and P. 1 for 12 rows, 
then cast off. This forms half of the third finger. 
Then rejoin the wool for the-next st. and K. 
across the next 18 sts:'; turh, and work back¬ 
wards and forwards in ribbing of K. 1 and P. 1 
for 12 rows, then cast off. This forms the 
fourth finger. / 

jRmoin the wool to the next st. and K. 9 sts., 
turn, and work backwards and forwards in 
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ribbing of K. i and P. i for 12 rows, then cast 
off. This completes the third finger. 

Rejoin the wool to the next st. and K. across 
the remaining 9 sts., turn, and work backwards 
and forwards in ribbing of K. 1 and P. 1 for 
12 rows, then cast off:— This completes the 
second finger. 

Now pick up the 24 thumb sts. and pick up the 
4 cast-on sts. at the base of the thumb (28), 
work round and round in ribbing of K. 1 and 
P. 1 for 12 rounds, then cast off. 

Now join up the finger seams and fasten off all 
the ends firmly. 

Press the knitting, omitting the ribbing. 

Work another mitten to match. 


HELMET 


MATERIALS 

You will require 3 ozs 
Super Fingering. Also t 
knitting needles. 


of " Greenock ’’ 4-hly 
pair of No. 9 Siratnoid 


MEASUREMENTS 

The helmet measures, from the crown to the 
lower edge, 2o| inches, and the width all round 
(■unstretched) is 14 inches. 


SCARF 


MATERIA LS A--—- 

You wilt require 4 ozs. op "Greenock” 4-ply 
Super Fingering, and a pair of Stratnoid knitting 
needles No. 9. 

MEASUREMENTS 

The scarf is 48 inches long without the fringe, 
and 9 inches wide (unstretched). 

Commence by casting on 65 sts., and K. 1 row 
then in pattern thus : 

1st pattern row.—* K. 1, P. 1, repeat from * 
ending with K. 1. 

2nd pattern row.—P. 

3rd pattern row.—* K. 1, P. 1, repeat from * 
ending with K. 1. 

4th pattern row.—K. 

These 4 rows complete the pattern, repeat them 
over and over again until the work measures 
48 inches long, then cast off. 

THE FRINGE 

Cut the wool into lengths of 4! inches, then with 
a medium size crochet hook, work them into 
both ends of the scarf, using 2 strands together. 


Commence at the lower edge of the back by 
casting on 90 sts., and work in ribbing of K. 1 
and P. 1 for 3 inches. 

Next row.—Rib 6, * take m-tog." fitSHSE 
repeat from * 4 times more, then take 3 tog 
rib 6 (78). 

—Work-In-gic ribbing again tor 1 inch. 

Next row.—Rib 5, * take 3 tog., rib 10; 
repeat from * 4 times more, then take 3 tog. 
rib 5 (66). 

Work in single ribbing again until the work 
measures 18 inches from the commencement, 
then shape the crown thus : 

Next row.—Rib 1, take 3 tog., rib 17, take 3 
tog., rib 18, take 3 tog., rib 17, take a tog.', 
rib x (58 sts.). 

Next 3 rows.—Rib without shaping. 

Next row.—Rib 1, take 3 tog., rib 14, take 3 
tog., rib 16, take 3 tog., rib 14, take 3 tog., 
rib 1 (50). -j' 

Next 3 rows.—Rib without 

shaping. 

Next row.—Rib 1, take 3 tog., 
rib 11, take 3 tog., rib 14, take 3 ■ 
tog., rib 11, take 3 tog., rib 1 (42). 1 
Next 3 rows.—Rib without J 

shaping. 

Next row.—Rib 1, take 3 tog., 
rib 8, take 3 tog., rib 12, take 3 
tog., rib 8, take 3 tog., rib 1 (34). 

Next 3 rows.—Rib without 

shaping. 

Next row.—Rib 1, take 3 tog., 
rib 5, take 3 tog., rib 10, take 3 
tog., rib 5, take 3 tog., rib 1 (26). 
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Next 3 rows.—Rib without shaping. 

Next row.—Rib I, take 3 tog., rib 2. take 3 tog.J 
rib 8, take 3 tog., rib 2, take 3 toe;., rib 1 (i8)$l?j 
Next 3 rows.—Rib without shaping. 

Next row.—Rib x, (take 3 tog. twice), rib 4 
(take 3 tog. twice), rib 1 (10). 

Next 2 rows.—Rib without shaping. 

Break oft the wool, leaving a short length to 
thread through the remaining sts., draw up 
tightly and fasten off neatly. 

THE FRONT 

Work exactly as described for the Back until- 1 
the work measures 12J inches from the com¬ 
mencement, then start the face opening. 

Next row.—Rib 19, cast off in ribbing the next 
28 sts., then rib to end of row. 

Continue in single ribbing on the last 19 sts. 
only tor 2,\ inches, ending with the wool at the 
face edge. Break off the wool. 

Rejoin the wool to the face edge of the other 
19 sts. and work in single ribbing for 2|- inches, 
finishing at the face edge, and there cast on 28 
sts., then work across the other 19 sts. (66 sts.).. 
Continue in single ribbing until the work 
measures 18 inches from the commencement, 
then shape the crown as for the back. 

MAKING UP 

Sew both pieces together, commencing 
■< inches from the lower edges at both sides.

SOCKS 


MATERIALS 

*— You will require 3 ozs. of “ Greenock ” 4-ply 

k r. Super Fingering. Also a set of steel knitting 

■ needles No. 13. 

MEASUREMENTS and 
TENSION 

The sock measures from the top to heel 13 inches, 
the length of the foot 10J inches, or as required. 
The knitting is worked at a tension to produce 
about 9 sts. and 12 rows to 1 inch. 

Commence at the top by casting, on 89 sts. 

sts. on each, of two needles and Ailsts. 
on the third needle). Work round and round 
in ribbing of K. 2 and P. 2 for 36 rounds, or 
3-4- inches. 

At the end of the last round pick up 1 st. from 
last round and purl it always to form the seam 
st. down the back of the leg (this seam st. will 
not be counted in. with the number of sts.). 


Continue round |and"'round' in plain knitting 
(si.-st. effect) forego rounds, then dec. as follows: 
Next round.—K. 1, K. 2 tog., K. until 4 sts. 
from end of round, K. 1, si. 1, K. 1, p.s.s.o., P.

Then 
work backwards and forwards in st.-st. across 
tlj.e heel sts., always purling the seam st. in every 
row, for 34 rows, finishing with a P. row. ‘

Next round.—K. without shaping. 

Repeat the last 2 rounds until there are 68 stsl 
the round. 

Continue in plain knitting without shaping until 
the foot measures 8 inches from the back of the 
heel, or longer if the sock is required for a larger 
size :0 , Now dec. for the toe as follows : 

Next round.—On the instep needle K. 1, K. 

, 2 tog., K. until 3 sts. remain, slip 1, K. 1, p.s.s.o., 
K. 1, on the first heel needle K. 1, K. 2 tog., K. 
to end of needle, on the second heel needle K. 
until 3 sts. remain, slip 1, K. 1, p.s.s.o., K. 1. 
Next round.—K. without shaping. 

Repeat the last 2 rounds until there are kfw sts. 
in the round. 

Now slip both sets of 6 sts., on to one needle, 
then cast off both sets of sts. together, or graft 
if preferred. 

Press into a good shape on the wrong side. 
Work another sock to match. 
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
